Boyle Indicted

grand jury on a charge of 
conspiring to kill Joseph A.

The indictment was returned 
by a U S. District Court grand 
jury in Pittsburgh and first 
announced by the Justice De­ 
partment in Washington 
Boyle was arrested in Wash­ 
ington by two FBI agents mo­ 
ments after the indictment was 
announced and he was led to an 
unmarked car from an office 
building. 
A short time earlier. Pennsyl­ 
vania state police filed a mur­ 
der charge against Boyle in 
Washington, Pa., for the slay­ 
ing of Yablonski at his western 
Pennsylvania home over the 
New Year’s period after Boyle 
won a bitterly fought UMW 
election late in 1969 
The federal indictment for­ 
mally charged that Boyle con­ 
spired to kill Yablonski in order 
to deprive him of his right to 
participate in union affairs

Couples Terrorized 
By Break-In Bandits 


Two men burst into a home in 
Terra Linda and another in 
Lucas Valley within two hours, 
late last night and early today, 
rousted two sleeping couples 
from their beds, tied the hus­ 
bands with electrical cords and 
raped the wives twice 


The night of terror began at 
ll 45 p m when the men en­ 
tered a Terra Linda home, pos­ 
sibly through a rooftop atrium, 
and appeared in the bedroom 
door waving a flashlight, ac­ 
cording to San Rafael Police 
"D ont move Shut up or I’ll 
shoot you, one of the men de­ 
clared rn the darkness, gestur 
mg as if he had a gun in his 
hand 
‘ This is a holdup 
We 
lust want money. We’re dope 
addicts and we're not going to 
hurt you," one of the men said 
as he ordered the couple not to 


look at him or his acquaint­ 
ance 
One of the men tied the hus­ 
band with electrical cord, while 
the other led th** 61-year-old 
wife to another bedroom, forced 
her to join him in sexual perv­ 
ersion, then raped her 
The other man ransacked 
through the one-story , wooden- 
frame house 
rifling drawers, 
smashing objects and starting a 
small fire on a desk 
The two men then changed 
places, the second then raping 
the wife the other ransacking 
tht‘ house 
Nearly an hour passed before 
the husband was able to work 
free and flee through a door 
and call police from a neigh 
bor'* home, police said Mean 
while the men. who smelled of

SAN FRANCISCO - Develop­ 
ers of a $35 million residential 
project at Bodega Bay yester­ 
day lost a second round in their 
claim that they are exempt 
from state coastal controls 
Rejection of their claim, vot­ 
ed unanimously by the Califor­ 
nia Coastal Zone Conservation 
Commission, will throw the is­ 
sue into Sonoma County Superi­ 
or Court. The court which has 
allowed work on the project to 
continue through the claim of 
exemption was denied by the 
regional coastal com m ission, 
has been awaiting state com­ 
mission action on the develop­ 
er's appeal. 
The developer, Transcentury 
Properties of Palo Alto, has 
asked the Sonoma court to find 
the project exem pt on the 
ground work began before vot­ 
ers created the coast commis­ 
sions last November with ap­ 
proval of Proposition 20. 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Roderick 
Walston told the Independent* 
Journal his office will try to 
persuade the court to stop work 
pending trial on the merits of 
the case 
However, an attorney for the 
developer. Lester M Belden of 
Santa Rosa, observed that simi­ 
lar efforts already have been 
reiected by the court 
He and Walston agreed that 
whichever side lost in Sonoma 
would appeal to the District 
Court of Appeal. 
Belden declared Transcentu­ 
ry is "so firm in this that, if 
necessary , we ll go to the Su­ 
preme Court.’’ 
Complicating the issue is a 
state Supreme Court decision 
that could exempt part of the 
1,632-lot project The decision, 
issued Aug 22 by the court in a 
4-to-3 vote, changed from last 
Nov 8 to this Feb I the cutoff 
date to exempt projects under 
construction 
The court also clouded the 
coastal law by saying any law­ 
ful construction qualified a 
project as exempt 
The law 
previously limited exemptions 
to projects begun before the 
cutoff date and on which con­ 
struction had begun under a 
building permit 
Asst Atty. Gen. Carl Boron 
kay told the commission to vote 
on the Transcentury issue using 
the old law since the court 
decision will not be effective 
until Sept 21. 
Transcentury’s claim of ex­ 
emption, acknowledged Execu­ 
tive Director Joseph E Bodov- 
itz, was “ one of the most 
complicated exemption matters 
yet 
before the commission ’’ 
The developer’s case was 
argued by Wayne R 
Brown, 
board chairman of Brown and 
Kauffmann. which owns Tran­ 
scentury Construction began in

unfortunately do more harm 
than good ." 


"It would cause unemploy­ 
ment. It is inflationary And it 
hurts those who can least afford 
it." 
The bill would have increased 
the mimmum wage for 45 mil­ 
lion workers from the present 
$1 60 an hour to $2 00 immedi 
ately and to $2.20 next July I. 
The P resident urged Con­ 
gress instead to support an 
administration bill which would 
raise the mimmum wage for 
most non-farm workers from 


$1,60 to $1.90 immediately and 
then to raise it to $2 30 by 1976. 
The veto decision was an 
nounced after Nixon had met 
with about 20 Republican Con­ 
gressional leaders, who came 
away saying he was eager to 
stop feuding with Congress and 
start cooperating to get approv­ 
al of some key legislative pro­ 
posals. 
House Republican Leader 
Gerald R 
Ford of Michigan, 
one of those at the private 
White House session, m ain­ 
tained that Nixon stressed re­ 
peatedly that he is "willing to 
work with Congress" on vital 
bills 
Nixon told a news conference 
yesterday that Congress had 
given “ a very disappointing 
performance" so far 
Ford said the President real­ 
ly was striking a “ note of coop­ 
eration and conciliation, but he 
feels it s a two-way street." 
In the new spirit of bi­ 
partisanship, Ford said, Nixon 
would be meeting soon with 
Senate 
D em ocratic 
Leader 
Mike M ansfield and House 
Speaker Carl Albert.

dent Salvador AUende. 
Authorities fired hundreds of 
tear gas shells to keep the 
youths from hurting the wom­ 
en. but some of the leftist man­ 
aged to break through police 
lines and punce on the fright­ 
ened marchers. 
Witnesses estimated about 50 
persons were injured.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Faced with rising prices of 
some Arabian oil and nationali­ 
zation of American property, 
the United States is embarking 
on a search for other oil 
sources. 
President Nixon warned Arab 
nations at his news conference 
yesterday that if they continue 
to raise the price of crude oil or 
nationalize American oil com­ 
panies without fair compensa­ 
tion the inevitable result would 
be the development of new oil 
sources by the United States. 
Western Europe and Japan. 
Government experts are cal­ 
culating where these new 
sources of supply might be, 
some probably in Venezuela. 
The President also disclosed 
he may send former Texas 
Gov. John Conally on a trip to 
the Middle East and the Soviet 
Union, which may be connected 
with the search for more fuel 
sources. 


to discuss “hypothetical” ques­ 
tions arising from the criminal 
investigation of Agnew in Balti­ 
more into possible violation of 
tax, conspiracy, bribery and 
extortion laws. 
Nixon repeated his expression 
of confidence in Agnew’s integ­ 
rity but limited it, as he had 
during his news conference two 
weeks earlier, to the period 
when he knew Agnew—not the 
period under investigation. 
“I expressed my confidence 
in the vice president's integrity 
during the period when he 
served as vice president, during 
which I have known him,” Nix­ 
on said. “ But I decline to com­ 
ment on those questions which 
were purely hypothetical and 
which would be a grave infr­ 
ingement upon the rights of the 
vice president...” 
Nixon ignored a third ques­ 
tion about Agnew—whether the 
President will “have any part 
in any future legal moves 
against the vice president.” 
Attorney General Elliot L. 
Richardson has said he atone 
will decide whether a grand 
jury constitutionally is able to 
indict a vice president and. if 
so, whether the information 
gathered in the Baltimore in­ 
vestigation is sufficient to 
present to the grand jury for an 
indictment. 
The jury since January has 
been looking into kickbacks and 
bribes paid to Maryland offi­ 
cials by consulting engineering 
firms which received millions 
of dollars worth of contracts 
without competitive bidding. 
The constitutional question 
arises because the constitu­ 
tion's language is unclear. It 
says a president, vice president 
or judge may be impeached, 
convicted and removed from 
office and "shall nevertheless 
be liable and subject to indict­ 
ment, trial, judgment and pun­ 
ishment according to law.” 
To some legal experts that 
suggests a vice president must 
be removed from office through 
impeachment before he can be 
put on trial.

No Capital 
Gain Tax 
For Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon says the Internal 
Revenue Service, after auditing 
his 1971 and 1972 income tax 
returns did not require him to 
pay a capital gains tax on the 
sale of 23 of the 28.9 acres of his 
San Clemente. Calif., estate. 


Had the IRS ruled otherwise, 
Nixon said at his press confer­ 
ence yesterday, “I would have 
paid the tax.” 
Nixon sold the parcel to a 
holding company, formed to 
buy the property and thus liqui­ 
date part of the huge morta- 
gage obligation, on Dec. 15, 
1970. Robert Abplanalp and 
Charles G. (Bebe” Rebozo, Nix­ 
on’s personal chums, were part­ 
ners in the company. 
“Some argue there was a 
capital gain and some argue 
that there was not. It’s a mat­ 
ter of a difference between 
accountants,” Nixon said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Here 
are two reports on the nation’s 
progress against inflation, one 
for optimists and the other for 
pessimists: 
—The heady rise in prices 
should ease “over the next few 
months,’’ President Nixon said 
yesterday, as the effects of 
wage price controls and in­ 
creased food production begin 
to bite. 
—Wholesale prices in August 
rose nearly 7 per cent, accord­ 
ing to Treasury Department 
economists. This is more than 
twice as fast as any month on 
record. 
Nixon made his forecast dur­ 
ing a White House news confer­ 
ence but was deliberately 
vague about when a price 
downturn might occur. The 
track record of his own econo* 
mists in calling price swings, 
"has not been very good," he 
noted. 
Still, Nixon said the adminis­ 
tration is doing “everything we 
think should be done and can be 
done" to dampen inflation with­ 
out plunging the economy into a 
recession. “We don’t want a 
hard landing,” he added. 
The official August wholesale 
price report will be released 
tomorrow by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. In the mean­ 


time, Treasury economists 
have been estimating what the 
size of the bulge might be. 
A surge in wholesale prices 
bad been widely expected in 
August following the lifting of 
the freeze on all food prices 
except beef in mid-July. Trea­ 
sury Secretary George P. 
Shultz predicted two weeks ago 
the increase would be “astound­ 
ing.” 
But even economy watchers 
jaded by months of record­ 
breaking price increases are 
likely to be shocked by the 
magnitude of the August rise 
suggested by the Treasury fig­ 
ures. 
For example, farm prices 
may have risen as much as 25 
per cent last month, while 
processed food prices soared by 
18 per cent, the government 
figures show. 
By comparison, June was 
considered a bad month for 
wholesale prices but the overall 
index gained only 2.3 per cent, 
farm products rose by a record 
7 per cent and processed foods 
and feeds went up about 5 per 
cent. 
Industrial prices, however, 
apparently showed virtually no 
gain in August, since they were 
still largely locked in place by 
the freeze.

at Civic Center called to discuss 
an environmental impact state­ 
ment on Warm Springs. The 
Marin session was requested by 
the Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict board since that district 
will obtain water from the So­ 
noma dam if its Russian River 
supply project bond measure is 
approved by voters Nov. 6. 


Huggins said Heffeman criti­ 
cized the environmental impact 
report, saying it did not deal 
adequately with any alternative 
to the dam. 


L Martin Griffin. Marm Mu­ 
nicipal director, said he, too. 
believed the impact statement 
was inadequate, the informa­ 
tion officer reported 
Griffin 
said the report did not address 
itself sufficiently to the dam 's 
impact on wildlife, growth and 
increased traffic which the res­ 
ervoir might draw. 


Col James L. Lammie, Corps 
district engineer, said the Corps 
would attempt to incorporate 
>ome of the suggestions into the 
report But he pointed out that 
*90.000 had already been spent 
on the impact statement and 
that it would be difficult to 
obtain additional funds for re­ 
search. Huggins said. 
The dam. approved by Con­ 
gress in 1962, would provide 
Russian River water to North 
Marin, Marin Municipal and 
the Sonoma County W ater 
Agency. 
Huggins said the Corps of 
Engineers originally recom ­ 
mended the project as a way to 
tap the river's water supply, 
prevent flooding and improve 
water quality. 
More than $40 million has 
already been spent on land 
acquisition and relocation of 
roads for the dam, he said 
The Corps decided to prepare 
the 
im pact statem ent 
this 
spring after conservationists 
groups objected to a call for 
bids on a small part of the 
project until the entire proposal 
had been scrutinized in an im­ 
pact report 
The dam. located about 14 
miles northwest of Healdsburg 
in Sonoma, would be 3,000 feet 
long and 319 feet high. Any rain 
which fell in a 130-square-mile 
area 
around the reservoir 
would drain into it. 
Warm Springs would inun­ 
date between 2,700 and 3,700 
acres of land and would have 50 
miles of shoreline, according to 
Huggins. It would have a ca­ 
pacity of 381.000 acre feet of 
w ater and produce approxi 
mutely 115.000 acre-feet a year 
Huggins said the environmen­ 
tal impact statement, prepared 
by consultants Leeds, Hill and 
Jewett, said the project would 
have some detrimental effects 
on the environment.

MacAdams, 28, sat

not discussing sonnets but the

The pump,

er to electricity, had been on 
the blink and the malfunction 
had evervone dumbfounded. “ I 
don t

Concerned that the village “ is 
on the verge of not having 
enough water," he took little 
comfort in the knowledge that 
no one else knew much about 
this particular pump either.

Marin's only facility which 
provides long-term residential 
care for multiply handicapped 
persons may have to close at 
the end of this month because it 
is losing money. 
If the Linda Vista Convales­ 
cent Hospital’s handicapped 
unit shuts its doors. 30 persons 
— from young children to indi­ 
viduals in their 30s — will be 
displaced, according to Mary 
E. Thomas, Linda Vista admin­ 
istrator. 
She said many may have to 
be sent to Sonoma State Hospi­ 
tal; others still have no place to 
go. 
“About 60 per cent of our 
patients have been brought 
here from Sonoma State or 
some other institution in the 
hope that we could provide a 
more homelike environment to 
develop what potential they 
have,’’ Mrs. Thomas said. “It 
would be a shame to have to 
send them back." 
Most of the patients are se­ 
verely retarded and suffer from 
cerebral palsy and other handi­ 
caps and they need intensive 
training to learn even simple 
skills. Unlike the state hospital 
or similar institutions, Linda 
Vista has the staff to provide 
that kind of training, according

We are pleased to see that 
the Marin County Transit Dis­ 
trict has decided to build a few 
shelters for bus patrons. Ten of 
them are to be built before the 
rains start, according to vote of 
the district directors this week 
(that is, of course, if the rains 
don’t start too soon). 


As Gen. Mgr. Ray W. Fo- 
reaker pointed out, there are 
some 600 bus stops in the coun­ 
ty, so IO shelters won’t go far. 
Patrons using the other 590 
stops can stand in the rain. 
But at least, ifs a start, 


UP TO NOW. the transit dis­ 
trict has shared with the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge 
District an 
attitude toward bus shelters 
apparently inherited from 
Greyhound Lines. When Grey­ 
hound operated the buses, it 
took the position that if any­ 
body wanted a shelter at a bus 
stop, he could build it himself. 


Such shelters as exist at the 
former Greyhound stops were 
built that way — by service 
clubs, neighborhood groups, 
etc. 


The City of San Rafael built a 
shelter at the Hetherton-Irwin 
streets underpass, the most 
used of the bus stops. The cost 
was minimal, according to City 
Mgr. William L. Bielser, with 
the plans being drawn by the 
city engineering department 
and the work done by city 
crews. 


Since shelters are so badly 
needed, it might behoove each 
of our cities to build a few. The 
amount of tax dollars involved 


would 
be sm all. Certainly 
greater amounts are used quite 
regularly for less beneficial 
purposes. 


Maybe service clubs and 
neighborhood improvement as­ 
sociations should start a new 
campaign of building bus stop 
shelters also. 


WHEN IT COMES right down 
to it, the bridge district proba­ 
bly should build shelters where 
buses stop for inter-county pas­ 
sengers. The transit district, 
cities, etc., should build those 
for passengers riding the buses 
within the county. 


The bridge district has pro­ 
vided better buses and better 
service. These go quite a way 
toward weaning commuters 
from their private cars. But the 
lack of shelter drives a lot of 
commuters back to their cars 
during rainy weather. It would 
be plain good business for the 
bridge district to do something 
about this. 


At some of the intra-county 
stops, a little problem is creat­ 
ed by the fact that the stop is at 
a sidewalk, and a local ordi­ 
nance forbids construction over 
the sidewalk. As a practical 
matter, however, it would seem 
simple enough to amend the 
ordinance to provide for a shel­ 
ter for bus patrons which would 
not block the walk, extending 
out perhaps into one curbside 
parking space. 


We shouldn't give our people 
the choice between driving 
their own cars or catching 
pneumonia.

Engineer-Developer 
Retorts To Critic 


The letter to the editor written by Mr. 
Jerry Russom, attacking your editorial 
views on the action by the San Rafael 
City Council regarding the Smith Ranch, 
needs to be answered. .. 
If Mr. Russom is going to use the term 
simplistic, he should look closer to home. 
I believe that it is a simplistic ap­ 
proach and a gross underestimation of 
the intelligence of the public, to use out- 
of-context generalizations and sanctimon 
ious dogmatisms without any factual 
basis, to back up positive statements. 
Mr. Russom is correct in stating that 
“the question before the council was 
clearly, not whether San Rafael needs 
more light industry.” What he did not 
state in hts letter was that the question 
was whether they would give the green 
light for planning to proceed for an 


industrial complex that (a) conforms to 
the present general plan; (b) does not 
conflict with the adjacent land uses; (c) 
would add approximately $250,000 annual­ 
ly in revenues to the taxing agencies, 
including the open space district; (d) 
would provide local employment, conse­ 
quently reducing congestion on Highway 
101; (e) was proposed on land for which 
“nobody” has suggested an alternate 
use; lf) would not need any grading nor 
filling of marshlands. 
Again it is simplistic to insinuate that 
the alternative before the council was to 
approve planning for the Smith project to 
proceed or to Continue with the San 
Rafael General Plan. There was no 
alternative because the two are not 
mutually exclusive as is suggested by 
Mr. Russom. 
Mr. Russom also stated that “the 
density and traffic flow created by the 
Smith Ranch development, etc., would 
have saturated the northern edge of the 
city.” He evidently feels that his public 
relations training qualifies him to over­ 
ride the views of planning consultants, 
State Department of Transportation engi­ 
neers and the city engineer who have 
stated that the work proposed in the 
Smith Ranch project would improve the 
traffic conditions at the interchange... 
The last paragraph rn Mr. Russom s 
letter conveys somewhat nebulously the 
thought that if the city council remains 
consistent with the decision it made 
regarding the Smith Ranch, the public 
“ may yet get” a new promised approach 
to planning. What in effect was accom­ 
plished was to decrease the chances of 
survival of the project because the delay 
has placed in jeopardy the availability of 
w ater for the development. If the purpose 
of the general plan is to obstruct all 
development,

WINDOW ON THE WORLD 
Saudi Arabia Applies 
Screws To U.S. Policy

When King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 
visited Washington in 1971, he gently 
prodded the United States to bring pres­ 
sure on Israel to withdraw from the Arab 
territories she seized in the 1967 war. 
Today, a steel tip has been added to the 
prod. 
That’s because in the world’s energy 
crisis, Saudi Arabia is a super power. 
And what in 1971 may have seemed an 
academic question, in 1973 becomes grim 
reality. 


AS THE UNITED STATES grapples 
with inflation and goes through two 
devaluations of the dollar, the ideological 
and economic goals of the Arab oil 
producing states merge and become one. 
This is especially true of King Faisal. 
Saudi Arabia played no active role in 
the 1967 Arab-Israeli war. But as protec­ 
tor of two of Islam's holy places, Medina 
and Mecca, Faisal also feels a responsi­ 
bility for Israeli-held old Jerusalem. His 
opposition to Israel therefore takes on the 
aspects of a holy war. 
Saudi Arabia long bas been regarded 
as one of the United States’ few friends in 
the Middle East. 
But uncertainties affecting the world's 
leading currencies, especially the dollar, 
have injected a new element into the 
picture. Saudi Arabia and other Arab oil 
producing states are beginning to believe 
their oil is better off in the ground, 
especially since oil revenues already are 
piling up faster than they can be used 
effectively in the development of the 
exporting countries. 


IN THE FACE (rf American pressure to 
nearly double her present export of

around eight million barrels of oil per 
day, Saudi Arabia is dropping ber velvet 
glove approach and stating bluntly the 
relationship she sees between the export 
of oil to the United States and the role 
she believes the U.S. should play in the 
Middle East. 
In an interview with the National 
Broadcasting Co., Faisal declared 
“We are deeply concerned that if the 
United States does not change its policy 
m the Middle East and continues to side 
with Zionism, then, I am afraid, such 
course of action will affect our relations 
with our American friends because it will 
place us in an untenable position in the 
Arab world and vis-a-vis the countries 
which Zionism seeks to destroy.” 


LAST WEEKEND, Libya, nationalized 
the last six western oil companies, five of 
them U.S.-owned, operating on its territo­ 
ry. OU sources in Tripoli said similar 
measures may be forthcoming by the 
Persian states, Saudi Arabia among 
them. 
Closely tied with Saudi Arabia’s review 
of her ties with the United States are her 
improving relations with Egypt. 
Faisal, who is in active charge of his 
country’s foreign relations, has used his 
oU wealth in the last year to win African 
states away from Israel. 
He choose to conclude an $800 million 
contract for Saudi Arabia's air defenses 
with Britain rather than with the United 
States. 
He has discussed with France the 
purchase of Mirage jet fighters instead of 
the Phantoms be first discussed buying 
from the United States.

MEXICO CITY - For Latin America. 
a tour by President Nixon of the states to 
the south may have been far short of 
answering long persistent problems. But 
canceling the projected tour stirred the 
old suspicion that the world below the Rio 
Grande is taken for granted, if not 
ignored. 


Not only practical matters such as 
trade and industrial development are 
involved. Latin pride is an important 
element. The overweening conduct of 
great North American multinational cor­ 
porations such as ITT, revealed in the 
conflict in Chile, stirs fierce resentment 
and feeds the extreme leftists who seek 
to bring down the old order. Economic 
troubles have been increased by natural 
disasters of flood and earthquake. 


THE LMMEDIATE challenge to the 
U rated States is over continuing sanctions 
against Fidel Castro’s Cuba. Support for 
the U.S. position within the Organization 
of American States has been steadily 
eroded until today a majority of the 22 
members might vote against the barriers 
to Cuban trade 
A two-thirds vote is 
required to abolish the sanctions. 


The paradox of the Nixon initiatives 
establishing close relations with Commu­ 
nist China and new agreements with the 
Soviet Union, while keeping Cuba, only 70 
miles off the Florida coast, under a tight 
grip, puzzles the Latins. They note that, 
so far as can be determined. Castro has 
ceased exporting his revolution as he did 
when be sent Che Guevara into Bolivia 
for a futile attempt to raise the campesi­ 
nos in revolt.

Mrs. Hickman, who lives with 
her husband Wallace in Green­ 
brae, worked for her first 
Grape Festival in 1949 when she 
joind the Ross Valley Guild of 
Sunny Hills, which for many 
years made aprons, dishtowels 
and potholders for sale at the 
festival. 
In 1950 she became a member 
of the board of directors of 
Sunny Hills, and from 1958 to 60 
was its president. During her 23 
years on the board (she rotated 
off two years ago). Sunny Hills 
changed its role from orphan­ 
age and foster home for small 
children to a highly specialized 
.'enter to help teen-agers with 
emotional disturbances. 
The Grape Festival changed, 
too — but like Sunny Hills it 
endured The first festival had 
been in 1899, a tea at the A. W. 
Foster home in Fairhills, San 
Rafael It moved in 1903 to the 
grounds of the Kent Estate in 
Kentfield, w here horsedraw n 
buggies brought the crowds 
who purchased grapes grown in

the Kent vineyards. “ Baskets of 
all sizes were filled with most 
luscious grapes set apart from 
a certain portion of the vine­ 
yards for the benefit of the 
orphanage.” was the report in 
1907. 


MRS. HICKMAN'S daughter, 
Jan (Mrs. Herbert A. West) 
rem em bers her first G rape 
Festival on the Kent Estate 
when she was four. 
“ I’ve been going ever since. 
At first we went because every­ 
one in Marin County went, and 
then when mother became ac­ 
tive, we went because she was 
working there, and years later, 
I became involved, too. Ifs 
been a wonderful thing for us 
as mother and daughter. We’ve 
shared this interest for so many 
years." 
Both remember the Grape 
Festival of yesteryear as some­ 
thing belonging to an era that 
won t come again. 
“ In those days," said Mrs. 
Hickman, “there was a homey, 
family atmosphere. Just think 
— it began at a private home, 
and now ifs at the county 
fairgrounds. 
"T he festival bas had to 
change to meet the needs of the 
community just as Sunny Hills 
had to change to meet the 
changing needs of the chil­ 
dren ’’ 
It was in 1947 that the festival 
moved from the Kent Estate, 
no longer big enough to accom­ 
modate the crowds. For two 
years it was held at the Marin 
Art and Garden Center in Ross, 
and then on the grounds of 
Sunny Hills itself, which still 
included a working farm. But 
Sunny Hills land was gradually 
sold off — to the San Anselmo 
School D istrict, to shopping 
center interests — and the old 
buildings of the orphanage were 
torn down to accommodate the 
new buildings of the adolescent 
treatment center. In 1965, the 
newly opened Northgate Mall 
played host to the festival. 


“THAT WAS the year my 
husband ‘helped ,” laughed 
Mrs. West. "He was driving a 
truck full of prizes for the 
gayway into the field where we 
were setting up our booths. The 
sun got in his eyes, and he 
couldn't see the electrical wires 
we had strung temporarily to 
some of the booths. He drove 
right through, and the Dutch 
chocolate booth — it was a 
windmill — came down on one 
side, and a fence came (town on 
the other, and the Emporium 


was without electricity for two 
hours." 
With the changing scene, the 
volunteer stru ctu re changed 
too It was in the 1940s that the 
guilds were founded as support 
groups for Sunny Hills, as the 
war had brought many more 
youngsters to its doorstep. To­ 
day there are 30 guilds. In 1946, 
the Junior Auxiliary was found­ 
ed to raise funds through the 
annual C harity Ball and to 
work with the children. 


This year the theme is “ Vine­ 
yards of the World," with wine 
served and a wine festival at­ 
mosphere added to the event. 
“Just think." said Mrs. Hick­ 
man. “ The festival was begun 
to help a Presbyterian orphan­ 
age and tea was served. Grapes 
were sold, but wine was un­ 
heard of." 
Still, the basic tradition of the 
festival is unchanged, the wom­ 
en agree. It s still strictly an 
all-volunteer effort

Several retired people 
ha\e discovered schools. One 
such person is Mrs. Y--. 
M rs Y - is the kind of person 
who needs to be doing some­ 
thing. She’s active in her retire­ 
ment home, helping those who 
need help getting around and 
reading to other elderly people. 
She shows prospective buyers 
around the retirement complex. 
One person at the retirement 
home described Mrs. Y- as 
“ the kindest, busiest, youngest 
old person” she s run across in 
years 


For three years now. Mrs. Y~ 
has been an active volunteer 
working with reading for first 
and second graders two morn­ 
ings a week. 


THE SCHOOL has arranged 
for Mrs. Y - to have her own 


comfortable room that is also a 
reading center. The relation­ 
ship between Mrs Y - and the 
children is informal and warm. 
They talk together about every­ 
thing from relaxation to poli­ 
tics. They laugh together and 
they learn together. She says 
that she volunteered because of 
her own need of activity, but it 
is obvious that the joy of her 
experience is reciprocated. 
How did she get started? She 
walked into the school one 
morning, presented herself at 
the office and asked if she could 
help. It worked. 
The only complaint Mrs. Y~ 
has is that more retirees are 
not involved. For example, no 
one else in her retirement home 
will go with her. Instead, they 
sit around, she says, “ like old 
fogies with nothing to do except 
play bridge." 
But Mrs. Y - thinks she has 
found something and wants to 
share it with others. She wants 
to share the fun and joy and 
sense of usefulness she has with 
you. Maybe you’re up to giving 
it a try.

Two ordinances affecting de­ 
velopment in Larkspur were 
approved last night by the city 
council after hearings on them 
produced less public reaction 
than anticipated by councilmen 
and staff 
Tough controls on hillside 
density and a planned develop­ 
ment district for Boning were 
approved with neither hearing 
lasting more than an hour 
Councilmen approved the new 
zoning district without opposi­ 
tion and passed the slope ordi­ 
nance 3-1 (Neil R. Breton op­ 
posed and William G. Heckles 
absent after leaving ©arty). 
The slope ordinance affects 
all land with average slope of 
IO per cent or more except 
legal lots of record A compli­ 
cated formula is used to deter 
mine density on such parcels. 
The ordinance reduces densi­ 
ties gradually a6 the percent­ 
age of slope increases and all 
zoning districts have a maxi­ 
mum lot size of one acre. 
The ordinance received three 
public hearings before the 
city’s planning commission and 
some opponents from previous 
hearings were at the council 
meeting to repeat their objec­ 
tions. 
Wallace S. Meyers, attorney 
for the Ti acomia estate, said 
the county is being o v er­ 
whelmed with a no-growth poli­ 
cy which caused many land­ 
owners to see the value of their 
property drop 
He said the 
slope policy is one example of 
such m easures and reduced 
densities will cause many par­ 
cels to decline in value 
"Some day this ordinance, if 
you pass it. will come back to 
haunt you,” he warned. 
Norman T Gilroy, represent­ 


ing the estate of Albert Dren- 
nan, claimed effots to split a lot 
owned by Drennan before his 
death would be negated by the 
ordinance unless councilmen 
exempted it. 
Gilroy said the lot split might 
not qualify under new density 
requirements but it is nearly 
ready for consideration by plan­ 
ning commissioners under 
present zoning laws 
His request for exemption 
drew no support, however. 
The ordinance also had its 
advocates at the public hearing 
as Sally Walker, vice chairman 
of the citizens committee on the 
general plan, and Warren Pat­ 
ton of the Larkspur Town Meet­ 
ing spoke in favor of passage. 
The planned development dis­ 
trict measure set several criter­ 
ia for areas which should be 
considered in their entirety in 
setting uses under the city’s 
general plan Parcels with min­ 
imum area of four acres may 
be made a planned develop­ 
ment district because of rela­ 
tionship to existing parcels, 
unique historical character, to­ 
pography or determination as 
an isolated problem area. 
Planning com m ission and 
city council will judge which 
areas may become planned de­ 
velopment districts and an ex­ 
ample discussed was TI Prop­ 
e rtie s land and contiguous 
smaller parcels on San Quentin 
Peninsula. 
A planned development dis­ 
trict must be recommended by 
the planning commission after 
public bearing and is created 
by ordinance by the city coun­ 
cil. It will require developers to 
submit preliminary and precise 
development plans for consider­ 
ation by planning commission

Warriors' Theme: 
All In The Family 


Bruce Hale, like his son-in-law Richard Francis 
Barry III who shoots baskets under the name of 
Rick, has gone full circle. 


Hale and Barry have a habit of being on the 
same team and they have joined forces again. 
Golden State Warrior president Franklin Mieuli 
announced yesterday that the 55-year-old Hale 
was hired by the Warriors as director of commu­ 
nity relations. 


The announcement came in a small room at 
B ardelle Restaurant in San Francisco and the 
turnout of 40 or so press-radio-television types 
even surprised Mieuli. 


HALE, WHO PLAYED basketball with Warrior 
ghneral manager Bob Feerick at University of 
Santa Clara, played five seasons of professional 
basketball before going into coaching. He was 
coach at University of Miami and in 1961 recruited 
Barry who was an all-state forward from Roselle 
Park, N.J. Rick wound up marrying the coach’s 
daughter, Pamela. 
The Warriors drafted Barry after a great 
college career at Miami and he played the 1965-66 
and 66-67 seasons for the Warriors, leading the 
National Basketball Association in scoring in only 
his second season of play. 
But after that season, Barry decided to jump 
leagues and signed a contract with the Oakland 
Oaks of the rival American Basketball Associa­ 
tion. The coach and general manager of the Oaks? 
None other than Barry’s father-in-law, Mr. Hale. 
After some legal battles, Barry was forced to sit 
out a year, but joined with Hale and the Oaks the 
following season and promptly led the ABA in 
scoring. 


THE OAKS WEREN'T making it at the gate, so 
had to switch its franchise, first to Washington 
D C., then Virginia. Barry wanted the bright lights 
of a big city so was able to talk his bosses into 
trading him to New York, where he played for the 
Nets. After more contract signing and legal 
battles, Barry wound up back with the Warriors 
last year. Now, a year later. Hale is hired by the 
Warriors and the Barry-Hale combo is on the 
same side for the third time. Like father-in-law, 
like son. Mieuli is keeping the family happy. 
Hale will be directing the Warriors’ speakers' 
bureau and will be available for clinics, chalk 
talks and youth-oriented basketball talk sessions. 
In addition to making the Hale announcement, 
the Warriors previewed their highlight film , 
“There’s More in 73-74,” which is available free to 
groups in the Bay Area (those interested in 
obtaining the film can do so by contacting the 
Warriors’ business office at 556 Golden Gate 
Avenue, San Francisco). The film lacked the 
drama the Bay Area baseball and football teams 
are able to insert in their highlight flicks. But the 
Warriors are new to the game of highlight film- 
making. 
PRIOR TO THE movies, Mieuli held an infor­ 
mal press conference and the chief topic was 6- 
foot-3 guard Kevin Joyce, the Warriors 
No. I 
draft choice from South Carolina who has not 
come to contract terms. Joyce’s agent, Arthur 
Morse of Chicago, wants a three-year, no-cut 
contract, and said Mieuli yesterday: “I wouldn't 
give that kind of contract to anybody, let alone a 
player who hasn’t yet proved himself in the NBA. 
I think that is an unreasonable demand.” 
Morse, by the way, is the same agent who 
handled negotiations for football’s Don Anderson 
and Dick Butkus and Cazzie Russell when he 
signed with the New York Knicks 
Said one of the Warrior front office people as an 
aside: “When Barry was negotiating his first 
contract he said, ‘You can take this no-cut thing 
out, and give me $5,000 more.’ ” In other words, if 
you’re good enough, you don t worry about mak­ 
ing the team.

Dave Gasser is a rookie in his 
second pro career and he’s 
scared. 
The 31-year-old Novato bach­ 
elor brings the same personal 
fear philosophy as a San Rafael 
policeman that earned him to 
threesome All Pro status as an 
outside linebaeker with Edmon 
ton of the Canadian Football 
League. The 6-foot-1. 230-pound 
gndder, who retired after last 
season to pursue a police ca­ 
reer. likens football to his new 
occupation. 
“ You can’t take anything for 
granted You’ve got to be alert 
at all times You never know 
what is going to happen next.

Not a bad track 
mark for a mustachioed player 
who was never drafted by any 
National Football League team 
After graduating from West 
Texas State with a bachelor 
degree in education and serving 
in the Air Force. Gasser was 
informed hi' was on the negoti 
ating list of Edmonton “That 


list is like the NFL draft. The 
team that picks you has sole 
rights to your services. I signed 
with them ” He never regretted 
it. 
With Edmonton. Gasser par 
ticipated in post-season playoffs 
in 1967. 1968, 1971. and 1972. In 
1971, the Eskimos were elimi­ 
nated by Calgary In the other 
playoff years, Saskatchew an 
ousted Edmonton 
“ We never 
got into the Grey Cup (champi­ 
onship game); heck, we never 
got past the semi-finals. ” 
Perhaps Edmonton’s inability 
to reach the Grey Cup finale 
was one reason why Gasser 
was overlooked by All Star 
Game pickers every year prior 
to 1972, despite his recognized

Take a look at the way a touring pro places his ball on a 
wooden tee when he’s teeing off Some of them are a little finicky 
about it. like it’s a job for calipers and compass There's a reason 
He wants to hit tho ball where the seam isn’t A golf ball cover 
is formed of two rubber cups molded into a sphere Where they fit 
together is perfectly smooth If they weren’t, those three-footers 
would terrify us. 
But the seam is the weakest part of the ball, just as two pieces 
of steel that have been welded together I don’t wanna sound un 
seemly about this but hitting the ball on the seam costs you 
distance and accuracy 
The best place to strike a ball is on the brand name That s 
why the pros place it a particular way tm the tee. The brand 
points directly at the clubface at address. 
Besides giving the player a point of impact to focus on. hitting 
the name adds up to better distance and direction. I even heard 
about a guy who wrote a girl's name across the label after she 
jilted him. He added 15 yards to his drives.

Everyone is entitled to his own opinion. A 
recent column on alcoholism was criticized by 
one of our readers. He took exception to the 
following “ If alcoholism were a communica­ 
ble disease, such as diphtheria or smallpox, a 
national emergency would be declared. Many 
people call it a disease, hut . . . it is an 
acquired condition caused mainly by a behav­ 
ior problem or personality weakness.” 


OUR READER gave the usual reasons why 
it is called a disease and mentioned how- 
many medical groups, includ­ 
ing the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, have gone on record 
declaring alcoholism a disease. 
The condition has certain at­ 
tributes of a disease in that the 
cause and symptoms stem from 
a known offender — alcohol.

Cottage 
May Close 


A facility which has provided 
aid and comfort to the families 
of San Quentin inmates for 
nearly two years may soon be 
forced to close because it bas 
run out of money. 
Unless funds can be found. 
The House, a cottage on the 
main road to the prison, will 
have to cease operations in 
November, according to its di­ 
rector. Richard Jarrett. 
The House provides many 
services to inmate families 
through grants, totaling $10,000 
from the Noble-Hancock and 
Van Loben Sels foundations, be 
said But the money, stretched 
by rising inmate population and 
increased food costs, will soon 
be gone and the facility will not 
tx1 eligible for more funds until 
next March 
Jarrett said The House has 
appied for money from other 
foundations. Government cut­ 
backs in social services funds 
have resulted in increased com 
petition for available money, he 
said 
Catholic Social Service of Ma­ 
rin. which sponsors the facility, 
is appealing to local groups and 
individuals for donations, he 
said. 
The House was founded in 
December of 1971 to help fami­ 
lies who come to visit inmates 
and often encounter problems 
with transportation, shelter or 
difficulties at the prison 
Between January and June (rf 
this year, the house provided 
transportation to the prison 
from bus stations and airports 
for about 4,600 persons, accord­ 
ing to Jarrett. TV organiza­ 
tion, staffed chiefly by volun­ 
teers, provided babysitting for 
3.300 children and found emer­ 
gency bousing for approximate­ 
ly 200 persons

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Su­ 
permarket prices on hamburg­ 
er, steaks, roasts and other 
beef cuts will jump IO per cent 
when the price freeze ends next 
week, but should level off with­ 
in a month, California’s top 
agriculture official said yester­ 
day. 
C. B. Christensen, state Food 
and Agriculture Department 
chief, said he had revised a 
prediction he made last week 
that beef prices would soar 25 
per cent when the freeze ex­ 
pires next Wednesday. 
“ It’s a different situation this 
past week. It may change on us 
again before the freeze ends, 
but it looks like it is stabilizing 
right about the IO per cent 
figure,” he said in an interview. 
“ With the supply of cattle 
available, it doesn't look like 
we ll have the big (25 per cent) 
jump,” he added. 
Christensen, a Northern Cali­ 
fornia cattle rancher, said beef 
and other meats were frozen by 
the Nixon adm inistration 
March 29 at about 73 cents per 
carcass pound for choice and 71 
cents for good quality. 
But he added, “The abnormal 
channels that were putting beef 
through to the consumer were 
bringing about 25 per cent high­ 
er prices. 
“ These channels were the 
live cattle going to Canada and 
coming back as carcasses and 
also those that were custom 
slaughtered" by supermarkets. 


“ The amount of meat getting 
to market from these abnormal 
channels is just about what we 
were killing before. So the pub­ 
lic has really consumed as 
much beef, although we under­ 
stand the number of persons 
buying freezers and storing it 
has jumped,” he said. 


The beef price increase, 
Christensen said, will last 
“ about three weeks as a lot of 
cattle get into the supply. There 
is a good supply of cattle get­ 
ting ready.” 


He said there were many 
more cattle available in the 
state and “ our counts are 
good.” But he added that Cali­ 
fornia produces only about one- 
half of its demand, the rest 
being imported from other 
states. 


Asked if retail prices will 
settle down to their freeze level 
after the three-week period. 


Christensen replied. “ A little 
bit higher than that.” 
Christensen pointed out that 
after the July 18 freeze ended, 
lamb, pork and chicken prices 
went up. 
But he said that in the past 
few days “your lamb prices to 
the producer have dropped 
about 17 cents a pound and 
about 5 cents a pound to the 
consumer. Your hog prices 
have dropped about IO per cent 
and your chicken prices are 
down about IO per cent.

Court Orders Sausalito 


To Approve A Lot Split 


A Marin Superior Court yes­ 
terday ordered the City of Sau­ 
salito to grant a four-lot split, 
saying the city council “ abused 
its discretion" in turning down 
the subdivision.

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Reagan To Fight For His Tax Plan

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — La­ 
bor Day traditionally kicks of 
fall election cam paigns and 
Gov. Ronald Reagan is launch­ 
ing one unique not only for 
California but for the nation. 
In his most ambitious project 
yet as the fiscally conservative 
governor of the nation’s most 
populous state, Reagan is ask­ 
ing Californians to vote them­ 
selves a fat tax cut and freeze 
it into the state constitution. 
Opponents condemn the pro­ 
posal —the first tax rollback of 
its kind ever attempted by any 
governor in the nation —as a 
“ fiscal straitjacket” for state 
government and an “ ill con­ 
ceived” scheme that ultimately 
could lead to higher local prop­ 


erty taxes. 
Reagan calls these charges 
“ the big lie technique.” 
Many California politicians of 
both parties see the campaign 
as Reagan’s opening tad for the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1976. The governor 
says his tax plan can be a 
“ model for the nation.” If suc­ 
cessful in California, he says, it 
should be adopted by the feder­ 
al government. 
‘‘The governor’s future is 
pretty much on the line” with 
the success or failure of his 
ballot proposition on election 
day, Nov. 6, says one leading 
California Republican. 
Reagan, 62, who is leaving 
the door wide open for a presi­ 
dential race after be steps down 
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as governor in January, 1975, 
insists he does not regard his 
tax plan as a White House 
stepping stone. But he does say 
“ I would very definitely consi­ 
der this my greatest accom­ 
plishment” in Sacramento — 
surpassing even his w elfare 
“ reform” and property tax re­ 
lief. 
Here’s what Reagan’s plan 
would do: 
Reduce the state income tax 
by 7.5 per cent. For couples 
with adjusted gross incomes of 
less than $8,000, and single per­ 
sons with less than $4,000, the 
tax would be eliminated entire­ 
ly 
More significantly, gradually 
reduce over a 15-year period 
the percentage of total Califor­ 
nia personal income the state 
could collect as tax revenue 
from 8.75 to 7.15 per cent. 
Reagan says over the 15 years 
this would reduce the total tax 
burden by 20 per cent, saving 
the average Californian $4,250 
and all taxpayers $118 billion. 
Still, the state budget could 
triple to $27 billion during that 
time. 
Freeze all this into the state 
constitution. The legislature 
would be prevented from rais­ 
ing the total tax limit except in 
emergency situations, and then 
only briefly, although individual 
taxes could be hiked or low­ 
ered. To raise an individual tax 
would require a two-thirds leg­ 
islative vote. Now only a simple 


majority is needed to boost 
most taxes. The voters could 
lift the overall ceiling at any 
time. 
“ Politicians have been prom­ 
ising the voters tax cuts for 
decades. Now the people will 
have a chance to cut their taxes 
themselves,” says Reagan. 
After six years of watching 
his “cut, squeeze and trim ” 
proposals go down the drain in 
Democratic legislatures, Rea­ 
gan took things into his own 
hands and became the first 
governor in California history 
to carry a program directly to 
the people through the initiative 
process. 
A campaign committee or 
ganized by Reagan spent $361,- 
000 collecting the 586-000 signa­ 
tures 
which 
qualified 
the 
initiative for California’s first 
special statewide election in 24 
years. 
Many of Reagan's “ kitchen 
cabinet” campaign contributors 
are digging into their wallets to 
help finance the Fall campaign, 
wliich is expected to cost more 
than $750,000. 
“ It’s a chance you may never 
have again,” Reagan tells vol 
ere. 
“Obviously freedom itself is 
in danger if we continue our 
present rate of tax increases.” 
Reagan intends to campaign 
around the state for his initia­ 
tive as if he were running for 
re-election —speaking to every 


group he can find and taking 
advantage of free television 
news time. The former movie 
star also plans to buy substan 
tial radio and television time. 
Trailing close behind will be 
the proposal’s most outspoken 
critic, Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti, a Los Angeles County 
Democrat running for his par­ 
ty’s 1974 gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion. 
“ I think this initiative is the 
most serious question the peo­ 
ple of this state will ever have 
voted tm,” be says. 
Moretti's chief argument is 
that if voters approve the mea­ 
sure “they will be guaranteeing 
them selves property tax in­ 
creases for the rest of the 
political history of this state.” 
He contends local governments 
will be forced to raise taxes to 
pay for services the state no 
longer can afford. 
Reagan disputes this, noting 
under his proposal local voters 
would have to approve any 
permanent property tax hike. 
Opponents at the initiative 
include the County Supervisors 
Association, League of Women 
Voters, National Association of 
S ocial W o rk ers, California 
Teachers Association and sev­ 
eral other school groups. 
Proponents include the Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers Association, 
the* State Chamber of Com­ 
merce and the California Real 
Estate Association.

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Action Is Under Way To Help 
Victims Of Sexual Attacks

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - In 
the first five months of this 
year, the cities of San Francis­ 
co 
and 
Oakland 
together 
recorded an average of more 
than two women raped every­ 
day. 
The 237 forcible rapes report­ 
ed in San Francisco through 
May was the same as for 1972, 
while Oakland's 97 was a 16 per 
cent decrease, according to po­ 
lice statistics. 
“ Rape violates not only the 
person of the victim, but affects 
her emotionally and subjects 
her to the threat of disease and 
pregnancy," said Mildred Lev­ 
in, chairman of a committee of 
women attorneys studying Cali­ 
fornia’s rape law. 
Mrs. Levin's committee rep­ 
resents only part of the action 
being taken by area prosecu­ 
tors, universities and women’s 
groups to prevent rape, and to 
help its victims. 
Bay Area Women Against 
Rape (BAWAR), a ^member 
Berkeley collective, operates a 


24-hour telephone switchboard 
for rape victims. If a call is 
received BAWAR will provide 
the victim free transportation 
to either a hospital or a police 
station. 
The group will just talk to the 
victim if she chooses, refer her 
for VD advice, abortion coun­ 
seling, or give her the name of 
a woman attorney for legal 
advice. 
One member said, “ We nei 
ther encourage or discourage 
women from calling the police. 
If they want to know we tell 
them what the procedure is, 
what she can expect, and have 
her make up her own mind, and 
we support her decision." 
By going to the police, the 
member said, the woman may 
end up in a “ harrowing trial." 
Rape trials have been a tar­ 
get of protest by women’s 
groups, and the San Francisco 
district attorney has created a 
one-woman, two-man team to 
specialize in rape prosecution. 
Maxine Madder, a member 
of the team, said the proseeu- 
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tion rate has increased about 75 
per cent since the team started 
in January. 
She said the increase came 
with improved investigations 
which have helped produce 
such witnesses as cab drivers, 
or people on the street who can 
testify about the victim’s condi­ 
tion after the rape, if no eyewit­ 
ness is available. 
Despite this increase, Mrs. 
Madder said rape is still diffi­ 
cult to prosecute under Califor­ 
nia law. Although the statute 
does not demand an eyewitness, 
there are courtroom proce­ 
dures, she said, which present 
obstacles: 
The defense is permitted to 
question the victim about her 
sexual history. If evidence of 
any prior extramarital sexual 
relations can be found, the de­ 
fense counsel asks the judge to 
instruct the jury that a “ lack of 
chastity" exists, and the wom­ 
an may not have been a totally 
unwilling victim 
“ Many women today do not 
resist to the degree that the law 
requires because of fear for 
their safety,” Mrs. Mackler 
said. Many juries think the 
woman “ should have tried har­ 
der" to repel the attack, she 
added. 
The judge in his final instruc­ 
tions is required to tell the jury 
to regard the victim’s testimo­ 
ny “ with caution." 
However, Mrs. Mackler does 
not believe California’s law 
should be changed. But, she 
said she favors adding a new 
law to the books, perhaps to be 
called “ forcible intercourse," 
which would cover cases diffi­ 
cult to prosecute under the 
present law. 
Mrs. Mackler said that in her 
experience few women are 
raped by an unknown assailant, 
adding that most cases arose

Desegregation 
'Isn't Working' 


DALLAS (UPI) — A report 
compiled by the Dallas Inde­ 
pendent School District from 
major studies by the nation’s 
top social scientists says school 
desegregation is not working. 
“ Surely the time has come to 
ask whether the path which the 
courts have taken does, in fact, 
lead to the goal of ending racial 
isolation and discrimination,” 
said the report compiled by Dr. 
William J. Webster, deputy as­ 
sistant superintendent in re­ 
search and evaluation.

OUT OF THE OUIJA BOARD 
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Patience Worth Identity 
Likely To Stay Unknown 


ST. IXUJIS (UPI) -O n a hot, 
stuffy St. Louis summer night 
60 years ago three women pass­ 
ed the time experimenting with 
a Ouija board. They had not 
had much luck in previous at­ 
tempts to contact spirits but 
thought they would give it an­ 
other try. 
After several false starts the 
board spelled out a message: 
“ Many moons ago I lived. 
Again I come—Patience Worth 
my name.” 
Over the next quarter of a 
century ‘‘Patience Worth” and 
her earthly contact, Pearl Cur­ 
ran, wife of a successful St. 
Louis businessman, presented 
the world with literary works of 
much eloquence and beauty. 
The volume of the work was 
staggering—four million words, 
seven books, thousands of 
poems, epigrams and stories 
and hours of wity conversation 
—all, according to Mrs. Curran, 
spelled out one letter at a time 
with amazing speed. 
The story of Patience Worth 
is detailed in a book, “Singer in 
the Shadows — The Strange 
Story of Patience Worth.” Its 
author, Irving Litvag, has no 
explanation for the appearance 
of the spirit from another time 
and another place, and thinks it 
better that the mystery remain 
unsolved. 
“ I ’m 
a 
rational 
hum an 
being," Litvag said in an inter­ 
view, "and I try to get as much 
information as possible to solve 
the problems of life.” 
The source of the works, as­ 
sertedly dictated by Patience 
Worth through Mrs. Curran, 
remains a puzzle for many rea­ 
sons The language was from 
many different periods, Litvag 
notes, from the time of Christ 
up to 20th century America, 
and Mrs. Curran disclaimed 
any personal literary talent. 
Patience’’ was said to discour­ 
age speculation and probing 
into her background, replying 
that nothing mattered except 
what she had to say. One exam ­ 
ple of her poetry expresses this 
thought: 
“ I am molten silver running. 
Lot man catch me within his 
cup. Lot him proceed upon his 
labour, smithing upon me. Let 
him with cunning smite my 
substance. Let him at his 
dream, lending my stuff unto 
its creation. It shall be no less 
me!" 


Many skeptics charged that 
Patience Worth” was a fraud, 
that Mrs. Curran actually made 
up the works herself. While 
there is no evidence she mack* 
any profit from “ Patience 
Worth.’ Mrs. Curran’s descrip­ 
tion of how she received her 
works did little to end the 
suspicions. “ I am like a child 
with a^ magic picture book,” 
Mrs 
Curran once explained. 
‘ Once I look upon it, all I have 
to do is watch its pages open 
M ore me, and revel in their 
beauty and variety and novel­ 
ty.” 


Some skeptics suggested that 
Mrs. Curran had literary talent 
in her subconscious that creat­ 


ed the literature attributed to 
Patience Worth. Since Mrs. 
Curran’s death in 1937 the voice 


of “ Patience Worth’’ has been 
stilled, so the mystery is unlike­ 
ly ever to be solved.
